Friday,  Oct.  13,  1843. 
It  being  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  Delegates    assembled,  it  \^•as  a* 
greed  to  postpone  the  organization  of  the  meeting  until  Saturday,  and  to 
spend  the  evening  in  prayer. 


Saturday  Morning,  Oct.  14<. 

After  spending  about  an  hour  in  prayer,  the  delegates  and  congrega- 
tion assembled  at  the  stand,  when  (the  persons  nppointed  being  absent)  the 
Introductory  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Eli  Phillips  from  Ephesians 
V.  1. 

The  Convention  immediately  afterwards  nrsembled,  and  (the  President 
and  1st  Vice  President  being  absent)  was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  S.  Wait, 
2nd  Vice  President. 

A  Committee,  consisting  of  brethren  Epaphroditus  Hightower,  James 
Whitaker,  Elisha  King,  and  Elders  Jnr.athan  King  and  Thomas  Stradley, 
was  appointed  to  supply  the  stand  wiih  preaching. 

Brethren  Jas.  Brevard  and  Jas.  Wiiitaker  were  appointed  the  Financial 
Committee.

On  Motion,  visiting  brethren,  ministers  were  invited  to  take  seats  with 
us,  which  invitation  was  accepted  by  Rev.  Jonathan  Kins:,  and  on  jNIonday 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Babcock,  Cor.  Sec.  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
and  Rev.  Messrs.  Evans  and  Mince. 

Conmnittees  were  appointed  to  report  on  Monday,  on  the  following  sub- 
jects: Temperance,  Periodicals,  Education,  Home  Missions,  and  Foreign 
Missions. 

On  Motion,  it  was  agreed  that  Rev.  S.  Wait  preach  the  Missionary  Ser- 
mon to-morrow,  also  that  a  collection  be  taken  in  behalf  of  the  Convention, 
and  that  brethren  T.  Stradley  and  Elisha  King  be  a  Committee  to  receive 
the  same. 

On  Motion,  Adjourned  till  9  o'clock  Monday  morning.  Prayer  by  bro- 
ther R.  Jordan. 


Sabbath  Mornings  Oct.  15. 
The  services  of  the  day  were  introduced  by  Rev.  Jehu  Chastein,  who 
preached  from  Isa.  xl.  10:  "Behold  the  Lord  God  will  come  with  strong 
hand,  and  his  arm  shall  rule  for  him,"  etc.  Rev.  S.  \Vait  succeeded  and 
preached  the  i\iissionary  Sermon  from  Matt,  vi,  first  clause  of  the  10th 
verse,  "  Thy  kingdom  come."  After  a  respite  of  half  an  hour,  the  con- 
gregation was  again  addressed  by  Rev.  R.  Babcock,  from  Rev.  iii.  20. — 
"  Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door  and  knock  :  If  any  man  hear  my  voice,  and 
open  the  door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with  him,  and  he  with 
me."  After  which  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  by  brethren  Wait 
and  Babcock  to  the  brethren  and  delegates  present. 


Monday  Mornings  Oct.  16. 
The  Convention  assembled,  prayer  by  bro.  R.  Babcock.  A  letter  of  cor- 
respondence was  received  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  So.  Ca.,  con- 
taining the  names  of  brethren  Culpepper,  Hill,  Magee,  Chiles,  Grisham, 


Roberts,  Reynolds,  Dawson,  Rice  and  M.  Gambrell,  as  their  delegates, 
(but  all  absent)  and  brethren  Stradley,  Babcock  and  Wait  were  appointed 
to  prepare  an  answer  to  the  same  to  be  appended  to  these  minutes. 

The  Agent  and  Missionaries  were  called  on  to  report, — their  reports 
were  received  and  ordered  t©  be  sent  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  to 
be  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  afterwards  to  be  appended  to 
the  minutes. 

Brethren  Wait,  Jacks  and  Purify  were  appointed  to  nominate  a  list  of 
persons  of  whom  the  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  filled. 

On  Motion,  That  part  of  bro.  Biddle's  communication  relating  to  an 
Eastern  and  Western  Convention,  or  rather  two  annual  Sessions  of  the 
same  Convention,  was  re-read,  discussed  and  referred  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion. 

On  Motion,  the  Convention  gave  way  to  the  North  Carolina  Bible  So- 
ciet3% 

The  Convention  resumed  its  business.  Brethren,  N.  J.  Pulmer,  J.  J. 
James,  Calvin  Graves  and  John  Kerr  were  appointed  to  represent  this  Con- 
vention in  the  Baptist  General  Association  of  Virsfinia. 

Brethren  S.  Wait,  R.  Babcock,  L.  DuPre,  N.  A.  Purify  and  W.  A.  At- 
kinson were  appointed  to  represent  this  body  in  the  next  session  of  ttie  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  South  Carolina. 

On  Motion,  the  Committee  of  Finance  was  directed  to  settle  with  the 
missionaries  and  take  their  receipts. 

On  ^[otion,  the  Committee  of  Finance  was  instructed  to  pay  over  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  A.  and  F.  Bible  Society  all  monies  designated  for  said  So- 
ciety. 

On  RTotion,  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the  board  and  tuition 
of  bro.  M.  T.  Yates,  beneficiary  at  Wake  Forest  College:  and  it  was  also 
agreed  that  he  be  continued  under  the  patronage  of  the  Board  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

As  the  Committees  appointed  to  report  at  this  Convention  were  absent, 
it  was  agreed  that  they  be  continued  and  requested  to  report  at  the  next 
Convention.     The  following  are  the  Committees  :

Resolved,  That  we  respeclfiilly  suggest  to  the  Convention  of  1844,  the 
propriety  of  electing  the  Treasurer  for  a  term  of  years. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  all  monies  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Convention  be  appropriated  to  the  Education  Fund. 

On  Motion,  It  was  agreed  that  the  report  on  Statistics  appended  to  the 
last,  be  reprinted  with  these  minutes. 

Adjourned  till  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morninor-     Prayer  by  brother  Purify. 


Tuesday  Mornings  Oct.  iT 
The  Conveniion  met — Prayer  bj'  bro.  Stradley,     The  Committee  ap^- 
pointed  to  nominate  an  indefinite  number  of  names,  out  of  which  to  fill 
the  vacancy  in  tlie  Board  of  Trustees  reported — report  concurred  in,  and 
the  committee  discharged. 

Broilier  R.  Jacks,  one  of  the  missionaries,  reported  that,  owing  to  an  un- 
usual prospect  of  doing  good,  lie  had  laboured  in  the  service  of  the  Con- 
vention one  month  over  his  appointed  time,  for  which  service,  the  Conven- 
tion authorized  the  financial  committee  to  pay  him  ;  but  he  generously 
gave  the  Convention  half  of  it,  $10,  to  be  applied  to  the  Education  Fund. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  N.  A.  Purify,  Agent  for  the  Con- 
vention, for  his  services. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  South  Carolina,  reported  the  following  response, 
wliich  was  uiiauimously  adopted :  On  recopiion  of  the  friendly  epistle  from 
the  B.  S.  Convention  of  So.  Ca.,  containing  assurances  of  their  disposition 
to  co-operate  in  the  cauee  of  education  and  in  every  ^ood  word  and  work', 
'Voted,  unaniui3iis!y,  that  we  cordially  welcome  these  assurances,  and  give  in 
charge  to  our  delegates  to  their  Convention,  to  assure  them  that  we  are 
ready  to  enter  into  any  wise  and  prudent  arrangement  with  them,  for  pro- 
moting the  great  o!>jects  wc  are  both  lobouring  to  secure  ;  and  especially 
for  arranging  such  a  plan  for  our  educational  interests,  as  may  combine  our 
endeavors  in  the  most  econ- mical  and  ciiicifrit  manner. 

On  motion.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Ccnvenlion  have  an  Agent,  and  bro. 
N.  A.  Purify  was  cppointed  Agent,  for  the  ensuing  year  at  the  rate  of 
^oJO  per  annum.  Fui  ihermore,  the  Agent  was  instructed  to  act  accord- 
ing to  his  oun  discretion,  as  to  the  manner  of  creating  and  collecting 
funds. 

Brethren  Lewis  DuPre,  and  Thomas  Stiadley,  v.'ere  appointed  delegates 
to  represent  ns  in  thenoa  Triennial  Convc!;:ion:  and,  the  President  togeth- 
er with  the  Vice  Presidents  were  authorized  to  delegate  pertons  to  supply 
their  place,  in  case  of  failure. 

The  Convention  being  satisfied  from  indubitable  testimony  that  Rev.  WiW 
liam  Kimzey  rendered  missionary  service  for  the  year  3836,  for  which  he 
has  not  been  remunerr-tod,  A^'reed  that  tlie  Treasurer,  (with  the  advice  of 
brotiier  AVait,)  be  instructed  to  examins  into  the  justness  cf  his  claim  and 
settle  it  equitably. 

The  report  on  Temperance  was  received  and  ordored  to  be  appended 
to  the  Minutes. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  read,  and  after  fome  appropriate  rem.arks, 
was  received  and  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the  Minutes. 

The  report  on  Education  was  read,  and  after  some  appropriate  and  feel- 
ing addresses,  was  rcceiveJ  and  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the  ..linutes. 

The  reports  on  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  were  read,  received  and  or- 
dered to  be  appended  to  '!ie  Minutes. 

Brethren  S.  J.  Wliceler,  G.  C.  Moore,  and  G.  M.  Thompson,  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  superintend  missionary  labour  in  the  Eastern  part 
of  the  State  for  the  term  of  six  months  only. 


Brethren  J.  "Whitaker,  E.  Hightower,  and  X  King,  were  appointed  to 
select  nnissionaries  and  direct  their  labour  in  the  Western  part  of  the  State 
for  the  term  of  six  njonths  onlj'. 

The  report  of  the  financial  committee  was  received  andteferred  to  breth- 
ren Wait  and  Purify  together  with  said  committee  for  further  examination ; 
and  there  was  found  an  error  of  $2  15  cts.,  for  which  it  could  not  be  sat- 
isfactorily accounted. 

Agreed  that  1500  copies  of  the  minutes  be  printed  and  distributed  in 
the  usual  manner. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  the  next  session  of  the  Convention  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  to  commence  Friday  before  the  3d.  Sabbadi  in 
Oct.  1844. 

Brother  McNabb  was  appointed  to  preach  the  introductory  sermon,  and 
in  case  of  failure,  bro.  Thos.  Stradlej\ 

Brother  J.  J.  Finch  was  appointed  to  preach  a  sermon  in  behalf  of  the 
Convention  on  the  Sabbath,  and  bro.  James  McDaniel  his  alternate. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorize!  to  pa\  the  amount  due  for  printing  last 
year's  minutes  as  soon  as  he  ascertains  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  due  and  are  cheerfully 
tendered  to  the  friends  in  the  place,  for  their  generous  christian  hospitality 
extended  to  the  members  and  visiters,  in  the  house  and  in  the  tents,  by 
day  and  by  night.  3,Iay  the  choisest  of  Heaven's  blessings  ever  rest  on 
then:i,  that  they  may  feel  the  confident  assurance  that  their  labour  has  not 
been  in  vain  in  the  Lord  ! 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  in  Raleigh,  Friday  before  the  3J. 
Lord's  day  in  Oct.  ISil.  After  some  suitable  remarks  from  brethren  Bab- 
cock  and  Wait^  the  latter  closed  the  session  by  prayer.

REPORTS. 

ON  TEMPERANCE. 

The  committee  to  wliom  was  refeiTed  the  duty  of  reporting  on  Tempe* 
?ance,  regret  to  say  that  the  cause  as  far  as  tliey  have  an  opportunity  of 
judging,  is  at  present,  in  most  places  throughout  the  State  not  so  prosperous 
as  we  could  wish ;  but  we  at  the  same  time  rejoice  to  say  that  tlie  Tempe- 
rance cause  is  in  many  places  exerting  a  most  powerful  and  salutary  influ- 
ence, and  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  it  has  been  instrumental  in 
the  hands  of  Cod  cf  doing  much  good.  By  its  means,  many  drunkards 
have  been  reclaimed,  and  turbulent  husbands  and  fathers  have  become  af- 
fectionate and  agreeable  companions  and  parents.  Moderate  drinkers  have 
been  prevented  from  becoming  sots,  and  the  young  have  been  hindered 
from  acquiring  a  taste  for  intoxicating  liquors.  There  is  one  fact  which  we 
regret  to  name,  it  is  that  there  are  many  of  the  ministers  of  our  denomi- 
nation, ai.d  deacons  of  our  churches,  as  well  as  many  lay-brethren,  who 
have  not  set  their  faces  sternly  against  the  practice  of  drinking  and  the 
evils  of  intemperance.  Your  committee  conceive  this  to  be  one  amongst 
the  most  important  of  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  daj^,  for  promoting 
the  glory  of  GoJ  and  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  man.  And  with 
this  view  of  the  subject  we  recommend,  that  not  only  every  member  of 
the  Convention,  but  every  member  of  our  denomination,  and  indeed  all 
persons  who  desire  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  and  the 
good  of  mankind  generally,  to  exert  their  influence  to  form  Temperance  So-? 
cieties,  in  order  that  the  Temperance  Reformation  may  be  spread  far  and 
•wide,  till  there  shall  not  be  found  a  single  distillery  of  ardent  spirits  on  the 
happy  shores  of  America,  nor  a  single  individual  who  will  so  much  debase 
himself  as  to  engage  in  the  traffic  of  that  peace  destroying  and  soul  damn- 
ing monster.

ON  HOIIE  .HUSSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  ask  leave  to  report :  that,  having 
had  a  very  favorable  opportunity  to  learn  the  actual  condition  of  the  vari- 
ous sections  of  our  State,  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  say,  that  in  our  opin- 
ion there  never  was  a  time  since  our  Convention  was  first  brought  into 
existence,  when  missionaries  were  so  much  nee«3ed,  or  when  the  prospect 
of  usefulness  in  this  department  of  labor  was  so  great,  as  at  the  present  time. 
The  general  feeling,  even  within  the  bounds  of  those  Associations  which 
have  heretofore  opposed  all  the  institutions  of  the  day,  is  now  decidedly 
favorable,  at  least,  to  candid  investigation.  Under  these  circumstances 
your  Committee  much  regret  the  inability  of  the  Convention  to  occupy  the 
whole  ground  before  them.  If  the  means  at  command  would  justify  it, 
your  committee  would  urge  the  oppointment  of  more  missionaries  than 
have  ever  been  appointed  by  tliis  body.  As  it  is,  your  committee  would  re- 
commend that  two  missionaries  be  appointed,  for  at  least  four  or  five 
months  each  ;  one  to  labor  in  the  eastern,  and  the  other  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State.

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ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Commute  on  Foreign  Missons,  tender  the  following  brief  report:  In 
view  of  the  full  and  able  document  on  this  subject,  published  in  our  last 
minutes,  it  has  not  seemed  to  your  committee  disirable  to  go  at  great 
length  into  the  developement  of  this  important  subject.  The  general 
state  of  our  Foreign  Missions,  remains  substantially  as  it  was  one  year 
sjnce.  Cheering  evidences  of  the  divine  approbation  seem  to  rest  on  the 
efforts  of  our  dear  brethren  in  foreign  lands,  to  communicate  the  knowl- 
edge of  salvation  by  a  crucified  Redeemer.  The  providence  of  God,  which 
has  thrown  open  the  immense  empire  of  China  with  its  thousands  of  mil- 
lions of  unevangelized  population,  reading  a  common  language,  to  the  ef- 
forts of  our  Missionaries,  is  one  of  the  most  striking  indications  of  the  will 
of  God,  that  we  should  go  fokward  in  this  mighty  labor  of  Christian  bene- 
volence. 

The  Karens,  a  wild,  simple  hearted  people,  who  seem  to  be  eminently 
prepared  of  the  Lord  for  the  reception  of  the  gospel,  and  who  by  hundreds 
are  now  presenting  themselves  to  our  I\Iissionaries  for  baptism,  giving  sat* 
isfactory  evidence  that  they  are  truly  converted,  cannot  fail  to  awaken  the 
liveliest  gratitude,  and  we  trust  have  already  occasioned  many  thanksgiv- 
ings to  God.  So  the  deliverence  of  our  beloved  missionaries  in  Germany 
and  Denmark  from  imprisonment,  experienced  by  them  at  the  hands  of 
professed  christians,  only  for  their  faithful  and  conscientious  adherence  to 
the  doctrines  and  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  gives  us  fresh  occasion  to  re- 
joice in  the  overwhelming  power  of  Him  who  makes  the  wrath  of  men  tri- 
butary to  His  praise. 

With  no  part  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  operations  of  our  brethren  have 
we  felt  more  sincere  satisfaction,  than  with  their  persevering  and  success- 
ful endeavours  to  give  the  word  of  God  faithfully  translated  to  heathen  na- 
tions. The  Burman  Bible  now  complete,  translated  by  our  beloved  Jud- 
son,  the  Siamese  Testament  by  brother  Jones,  and  the  Karen  Testament 
by  brethren  IMason  and  Wade,  besides  several  others  now  in  progress,  show 
the  laborious  nature  of  the  enterprise  in  which  our  dear  missionary  breth- 
ren are  engaged.  They  have  toiled  long  and  faithfully  to  furnish  this  spi- 
ritual repast  for  the  perishing  heathen,  and  now  they  invite  us  to  enter  in- 
to their  labors  and  share  the  joys  of  gratified  benevolence  in  feeding  hun- 
gry souls  with  the  bread  of  life.  We  have  understood  that  5000  dollars 
will  this  year  be  required  to  enable  the  missionaries  to  print  the^ir^^  edi- 
tions of  the  New  Testament  complete  in  Siam,  and  among  the  Karens. — 
jMay  it  not  be  hoped  that  this  appeal  will  give  fresh  energy  and  zeal  to  the 
contributors  to  the  American  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  now  engaged  in  fur- 
nishing the  funds  for  this  important  purpose. 

In  our  last  report  it  was  mentioned  that  the  funds  of  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  v.ere  exhausted,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  some  thousands 
of  dollars  in  advance :  and  although  we  have  reason  to  fear  that  a  knowl- 
edge of  this  painful  and  humiliating  deficiency  has  not  aroused  the  Bap- 
tists in  North  Carolina  to  any  considerable  increase  in  their  contributions 
for  this  object,  stiil  wc  cannot  but  rejoice  to  learn  that  help  has  arisen  from 
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other  quarters,  and  the  receipts  into  the  Foreign  Missionary  Treasury  with- 
in the  last  few  months  evince  a  gratifying  increase  of  liberaHty  on  the  part 
of  our  brethren  in  other  States  towards  this  great  and  holy  cause. 

Renewedly  entreating  all  our  brethren  to  reperuse  the  valuable  report 
of  the  Committee  of  our  Convention  last  year  on  Foreign  Missions,  and  to 
carry  its  excellent  recommendations  into  effect,  we  close  by  exhorting  all 
our  dear  brethren  to  escape  the  curse  of  Meroz,  by  coming  up  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty.

REPORT  OF  THE  AGENT  AND  MISSIONARIES. 

The  services  of  Rev.  N.  A.  Purify,  Agent,  were  procured  at  Commence- 
ment last  June.  He  commenced  his  labours  for  the  Convention  about  the 
last  of  July  and  traveled  until  the  Convention  met  in  Oct.  During  this 
time,  he  visited  most  of  the  churches  comprising  the  Sandy  Creek,  Beulah 
and  Flat  River  Associations.  He  informs  us  in  his  report,  that  most  of 
the  churches  were  in  a  lukewarm  state — that  some  were  destitute  of  pas- 
tors— that  he  laid  before  them  the  claims  of  the  Convention — circulated 
subscriptions  among  them  to  sustain  its  several  objects — and  was  by  all 
of  them  most  affectionately  received.  From  the  observation  he  made,  he 
thinks  it  important  that  an  Agent  be  kept  constantly  in  the  field,  and  from 
the  destitution  he  witnessed,  that  more  missionary  labour  be  employed. 

Rev.  Eli  Phillips,  Missionary,  commenced  his  labours  in  May,  making 
up  to  September  three  tours,  and  performing  for  the  Convention  four  months' 
service.  He  informs  us  that  he  visited  the  churches  in  the  counties  of  An- 
son, Stanly,  Stokes,  Montgomery,  Davidson,  Davie  and  Surry,     In  relatioa 

to  the  three  last  named  counties,  he  says,  I  have  been  kindly  received. 

There  appears  to  be  but  little  opposition  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention, 
and  but  little  doing  in  favour  of  them.  I  however  endeavoured  to  stir  up 
the  minds  of  the  brethren  and  friends  on  the  subject,  and  some  have  prom- 
ised  to  contribute  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  In  some  places  the 
Churches  are  in  a  cold  and  declining  state,  and  have  but  a  partial  supply 
of  preaching ;  while  in  other  places  they  seem  to  be  enjoying  a  time  of  re- 
freshing from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  In  relation  to  the  four  first  named 
counties,  he  says.  It  is  with  pleasure  I  can  say  to  you  that  on  my  last  tour,  I 
met  with  all  the  encouragement  that  I  could  expect  as  to  the  apparent  success 
of  the  gospel.  Generally  speaking,  old  professors  seem  to  be  warmed  up 
and  much  engaged  in  behalf  of  sinners,  while  there  appears  to  be  a  shaking 
in  the  valley  of  dry  bones.  I  never  have  seen  plainer  indications  of  a  more 
powerful  work  of  grace  amongst  sinners.  I  attended  two  protracted  meet- 
ings in  Davidson  and  also  the  Liberty  Association,  and  at  these  meetings,  I 
witnessed,  as  I  trust,  the  conversion  of  more  than  twenty  precious  souls. 
Stokes  county  with  the  upper  part  of  Davidson,  is  the  most  destitute  of  Bap- 
tist preaching  of  any  place  I  know  of,  and  I  have  no  doubt,  that  if  the  peo- 
ple of  those  regions  could  have  preaching  of  the  right  sort  it  would  be  much 
blest  J  the  minds  of  the  people  seemed  to  be  prepared  to  receive  the  gospel. 
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Rev.  Richard  Jacks,  Missionary,  laboured  for  the  Convention  five  months. 
In  his  report,  he  writes,  I  spent  the  latter  part  of  February,  ]\Iarch,  and 
the  first  part  of  April  in  Chatham  and  Randolph  counties.  On  this  tour  I 
visited  most  of  the  churches  composing  the  Sandy  Creek  Association,  and 
found  most  of  them  in  a  cold  state  of  religion.  This  body  is  favorable  and 
liberal  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  Several  churches  in  this  Associ- 
ation are  destitute  of  preaching,  and  I  do  think  if  they  could  have  regular 
preaching,  they  would  have  some  good  revivals  among  them.  iMay  and  June 
I  travelled  in  Wilkes  and  Surry  counties, — attended  a  Union  meeting  and  a 
Ministers'  and  Deacons'  Meeting.  At  these  meetings  the  Lord  poured  out 
his  Spirit  on  the  people:  several  professed  to  find  faith  in  Christ.  The  last 
of  July  and  August  I  travelled  through  the  counties  of  Surry,  Davidson  and 
Randolph.  On  this  tour  I  had  several  protracted  meetings  and  attended  the 
Liberty  Association.  At  those  meetings,  there  were  about  63  converts.  Du- 
ring September  I  attended  protracted  meetings  in  the  counties  of  Ashe  and 
Smith,  Va.  At  one  of  these  meetings  there  were  19  con^"erts.  The  last 
of  September  1  attended  the  Brier  Creek  Association  in  Wilkes  county ; 
here  also  we  had  a  very  interesting  meeting.  In  all  my  travels  through 
hfe,  I  have  never  witnessed  such  blessings  on  missionary  labours.  I  have 
scarcely  been  at  a  nneeting  but  what  some  professed  a  hope  in  Christ. — 
Opposition  is  going  down  en  every  side.  All  that  is  now  wanting  in  the 
Mountain  Association  to  put  down  opposition,  is  enough  of  missionary  la- 
bour and  preaching  of  the  right  stamp. 

Rev.  Geo.  i\L  Thompson,  Missionary,  laboured  lor  the  Convention  three 
months.  In  his  report,  he  writes,  I  have  just  returned  home  from  a  sc- 
ries of  meetings,  some  of  which  have  been  of  a  most  interesLing  character. 
I  was  at  a  protracted  meeting  with  the  church  at  Antioch,  Halifax  county, 
which  continued  seven  days.  The  services  were  introduced  on  Friday  by 
holding  an  inquiry  meeting,  which  was  blest  in  awakening  the  church. — 
The  meeting  increased  in  interest  from,  day  to  day  as  long  as  it  continued. 
Thirteen  professed  to  have  a  hope  in  Christ:  a  large  majority  were  young 
men  who  promise  much  usefulness.  Our  meeting  at  Hickory  Chapel  con- 
tinued five  days,  and  though  but  few  professed  religion,  yet  we  believe 
that  the  word  preached  will  be  as  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  that  will  be 
seen  many  days  to  come.  I  thsn  proceeded  to  the  Falls  of  Tar  River. — 
On  the  fifth  day  of  the  meeting  brother  Amos  J.  Battle  came  to  our  assis- 
tance, and  we  proceeded  to  the  constitution  of  a  church.  An  appropriate 
sermon  was  delivered  by  bro.  Battle,  and  nine  members  were  constituted 
into  a  gospel  church,  after  which  a  door  was  opened  for  the  reception  of 
members  and  six  were  received  by  experience.  IMany  were  present  at 
the  River's  side  next  morning  to  witness  the  baptismal  scene.  Afterwards, 
we  repaired  to  the  meeting  house  and  after  preaching  ordained  a  brother 
to  the  office  of  deacon  and  celebrated  the  dying  love  of  Jesus.  My  Mis- 
sionary labours  have  been  mostly  confined  to  the  Kehukee  Association. — 
The  people  within  its  bounds  are  desirous  of  hearing  us,  and  I  am  decid- 
edly of  the  opinion,  that  it  is  high  time  for  us  to  awake  out  of  sleep  and 
advance  onward  preaching  Christ  and  him  crucified.
